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£84,000 
spent on 
cleaning 
graffiti 

TENS of thousands of 
pounds are being spent to 
clean up graffiti in Sandwell. 
Latest figures show that the 
number of cases in the 
borough went up by more 
than 10 per cent last year. 

There were 310 reports of 
graffiti in 2012 compared 
with 281 cases in 2011. 

Sandwell Council spends 
about £84,000 a year clean¬ 
ing up the mess. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the 
borough’s neighbourhoods 
boss, said the authority was 
using social media websites 
such as Facebook to find 
offenders touting them¬ 
selves as artists. 

But he said the council 
faced an uphill struggle in 
light of government cuts and 
the nature of the problem. 

“The council’s attitude 
towards graffiti hasn’t 
changed,” he said. 

“We take it very seriously. 
If we see someone commit¬ 
ting graffiti, we will be seek 
to bring them to justice.” 

Neither Councillor Jones 
nor West Midlands Police 
was able to say how many 
people had been prosecuted 
in relation to graffiti in 
Sandwell, but Councillor 
Jones said the numbers 
were very small. 

“We would urge people 
who see buildings and walls 
damaged in this way to 
report it. They can ring the 
council’s contact centre on 
0845 359 7501.” 

Jobs saved 
in buy-out 

A £400,000 deal has saved 20 
jobs at a Smethwick firm. 

In the deal, Wednesbury- 
based Newby Foundries 
took over Gabriel & Co as its 
new steel castings division 
by buying it out of adminis¬ 
tration. 

Gabriel & Co, Cornwall 
Road, called in administra¬ 
tors in November. Ten 
workers were made redun¬ 
dant and the other 20 were 
kept on while a buyer was 
sought. 

Newby technical director 
Steven Smith said the 20 
hourly-paid staff had been 
retained.

10pc RENT RISE SHOCK 
FOR COUNCIL TENANTS 


COUNCIL tenants in Sandwell face 
rent rises of almost 10 per cent - and 
the authority blames the increase on 
Government cuts. 

Tenants will have to pay an extra £355 a year based 
on an average weekly increase of £7.40 over a 48- 
week rent year. 

Sandwell Council chiefs froze rents in 2011 - but say they 
have been left with no choice but to hike them up now fol¬ 


lowing cuts to the Decent 
Homes housing improve¬ 
ments programme. 

The borough’s housing 
and finance bosses are rec¬ 
ommended to approve an 
average rent rise of 9.6 per 
cent from April. 

Deputy council leader and 
finance boss Councillor 
Steve Eling, has blamed the 
Government for taking 
measures which have forced 
them to propose the rise. 

Benefit 

He said: “The Govern¬ 
ment has taken away Decent 
Homes funding, they’ve 
altered the rules around 
people buying council 
homes, and they’re chang¬ 
ing the way housing benefit 
is paid, which all impacts on 
the budget.” 

The increase has been met 
with shock by the leader of 
Sandwell’s opposition Con¬ 
servative group Councillor 
Mavis Hughes. 

She said: “It’s a hefty rise 
when they are trying to keep 
costs down. 

“The idea of taking over 
Sandwell Homes was to 
make savings so something 
like this would not happen. 

“The logic does not add 
up. Ordinary people will not 
be happy with this. This will 
really affect them. It’s well 
above inflation.” 

But Councillor Eling said 
the council was in a financial 
straitjacket. He said: “We 
have to balance the books by 
law, and we can’t use other 
council funds to invest in 
council housing, so we have 
no other choice.”

Tenants’ rent rises will 
vary depending on the size of 
their home. The average 
increase will be around 
£7.40 extra per week. 

Councillor Eling said: 
“It’s extremely regrettable 
that we have to put up rents 
by this much, but it’s 
unavoidable.” 

He added: “The new 
weekly average bill of £84.61 
still compares favourably 
with privately rented 
homes, where private 
tenants typically pay at least 
£114 a week. 

“And we are keeping rises 
as low as possible by bring¬ 
ing back Sandwell Homes, 
cutting management costs 
and duplication of back 
room services, and plough¬ 
ing those savings into 
improving homes.” 

Borough housing boss 
Councillor Simon Hackett 
said the extra cash from 
rents would help pay for 
improvements to council 
homes that tenants wanted. 

Building 

“We will be carrying out 
energy efficiency improve¬ 
ments to help chop tenants’ 
fuel bills. 

“And we are building new 
council homes every year for 
the first time in a genera¬ 
tion, including bungalows 
for older people, which will 
free up bigger homes for 
families on the waiting list.” 

The council must make 
cuts of £100 million by 2017.

People can claim vouchers for 
either two bicycles or two four-week 
metro or bus travelcards as part of a 
move to promote sustainable tra¬ 
vel. 

Urban 180 features houses for 
sale and rent and prospective pur¬ 
chasers can benefit from a mortgage 
from Sandwell Council, who have 
set aside a £2 million fund to help 
first-time buyers. 


The development is part of the 
£20m Eastern Gateway regenera¬ 
tion scheme being developed with 
the council and backed by the 
Homes and Communities Agency. 

It is part of a larger project that 
aims to transform the town centre 
with homes and office and retail 
space. 

The scheme is expected to be com¬

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A GROUP of residents have signed a petition 
calling for safety measures to be installed in 
their part of Wednesbury.

No buyers yet for £1.2m sign-making site 


THE site of a sign-making firm which 
went bust with 40 workers made 
redundant is yet to be sold - more than 
a month after it went on the market. 

WR Advertising Ltd’s former base 
has been up for sale for £1,200,000, or 
available to let for £57,000 a year, since 
November. Jarvie Bedhall, which is 


managing the sale, said there were no 
plans to lower the price. A spokesman 
said: “We have had a lot of interest.

The two-acre site in West Bromwich 
has offices and a ground-floor work¬ 
shop. WR Advertising operated for 
more than 50 years, putting up signs 


for homes firms including Taylor 
Wimpey and Redrow, but it ceased 
trading in June. Workers found out the 
firm was in difficulties when they 
turned up to discover locks had been 
changed. A statement of assets showed 
the firm owed £791,357 - including 
£96,528 to HM Revenue and Customs.

Ofsted gave St Michael’s 
Nursery, behind St Mich¬ 
ael’s Court, off Crockett’s 
Lane, Smethwick, the rating 
after inspector Patricia 
Webb found insufficient 
knowledge of Early Years 
Foundation Stage require¬ 
ments. 

The inspection in Decem¬ 
ber found that quality moni¬ 
toring was ineffective in 
getting improvements, and 
staff were not wholly secure 
in understanding safeguard¬ 
ing. 

Health and well-being 
were not sufficiently pro¬ 
moted. Some areas were not 
adequately maintained in a 
safe and clean condition. 

There were positive 
aspects - children develop¬ 
ing independence by select¬ 
ing toys and resources using 
low-level storage and 
thoughtful layout.

Tributes flood in after the 
sudden death of Lord King 


TRIBUTES flooded in for Lord 
Tarsem King, a former Sandwell 
Council leader and mayor who 
died suddenly last week. 

He would be remembered for his “fantastic 
contribution” to the community over 
decades of service, the authority’s present 
leader Councillor Darren Cooper said. 

Lord King collapsed at London’s Euston 
Station and died in hospital of a suspected 
heart attack. He was 75. 

Councillor Cooper said: “I was deeply 
shocked to hear of Lord King’s sudden 
death. 

“He will be sadly missed by all members 
of the community in Sandwell who he 
served tirelessly. My sympathies go to his 
family and friends at this very difficult 
time. ” 

Lord King, a grandtather of two, was first 
elected to the authority in 1979 - becoming 
the borough’s first Sikh councillor. 

He served on the council for 28 years 
attaining the positions of education chair¬ 
man, deputy leader and leader of the 
authority. 

Lord King served as council leader 
between 1997 and 2001 and was mayor of 
Sandwell from 2001 to 2002. 

He had served as deputy mayor of the 
authority in 1982. 

Foundations 

He was elevated to the House of Lords in 
1999, making him the country’s first Sikh 
peer, but continued to serve as a councillor 
until 2007 when he decided to stand down to 
concentrate on his work in London. 

When he stood down, Lord King was 
described by fellow councillors as “a hard 
act to follow” and was credited for laying the 
foundations for the way in which the council 
now runs. 

Another honour was bestowed on Lord 
King in September 2009 when he was made 
an Honorary Freeman of Sandwell. 

Outside his political career, Lord King 
was married to Mohinder and had one son, 
Raj, and two grandchildren. 

He initially worked as a laboratory assis¬ 
tant in Tipton, before becoming a teacher of 
mathematics. 

Lord King worked at Churchfields High, 
in West Bromwich, and Great Barr School. 

He was also managing director of his 
family manufacturing business Sandwell 
Polybags Ltd, in West Bromwich.

Plans for contaminated pool go on show 


AN exhibition of plans to clean 
up a contaminated Sandwell 
pool have gone on display. 

Dozens of birds have died at 
the Rattlechain Lagoon waste 
disposal site in Oldbury. Resi¬ 
dents blame the deaths on birds 
ingesting white phosphorus. 

Now chemical company 
Rhodia UK Ltd, which owns the 
site, has announced that a pro¬ 
gramme of environmental 


improvements will begin at the 
end of January and unveiled 
plans at an exhibition. 

The lagoon at John’s Lane has 
been owned and managed as a 
waste disposal site for more than 
60 years, although it has not 
been actively used for six years. 
Rhodia - which took ownership 
of it in 2000 - has been working 
on a solution to cover waste at 
the bottom of the lagoon to 


prevent birds ingesting it. 

A ‘geotextile’ sheet - a syn¬ 
thetic fabric cover - will be 
placed on the bottom of the 
lagoon and covered with sand. 

Rhodia spokesman John 
Moorhouse said it had been a 
complicated and demanding 
project. 

“We believe the project is the 
best possible solution to protect 
wildlife.”

Thieves who led police 
on car chase are jailed 


TWO thieves who led police on 
a car chase through residential 
streets in Oldbury in a stolen 
car and mounted a pavement, 
narrowly missing people 
standing at a bus stop, have 
been jailed for a total of 18 
months. 

But as Luke Slattery and James 
Molnar are already serving sentences 
for different offences, their spells behind 
bars will not be extended. 

Molnar drove the stolen Kia Picanto 
through Oldbury with an unmarked 
police car following close behind with 
flashing blue lights and sirens. 

Slattery, 23, was the front-seat pas¬ 
senger. The vehicle had been taken more 
than a month earlier from the driveway 
of a home in the town. 

Officers on patrol spotted it on 
October 31 last year - and recognised 
Molnar and Slattery, who both have a 
number of previous convictions includ¬ 
ing burglary, affray and criminal 
damage. 

The car was followed into Wolverley 
Crescent where Molnar started to 
increase his speed, Nicholas Burn, pros¬ 
ecuting, told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Swerved 

He swerved between two oncoming 
vehicles in Newbury Lane and hit a 
parked Vauxhall Zafira in the narrow 
Wallace Road. 

Then he sped off back to Newbury 
Lane, where he attempted to overtake 
another car but ended up in the path of 
a Peugeot. 

All wheels mounted the pavement for 
10 metres and three people at a bus stop 
had to run out of the way, Mr Burn 
added. 

Recorder Richard Bond said he 
wanted to extend their current sen¬ 
tences, which end in November for 
Molnar and August for Slattery, but had 
to take into account their early guilty 
pleas and parole. 

Both admitted aggravated vehicle 
taking. Molnar, 25, of Wallace Road, was 
jailed for 10 months and banned from 
driving for 12 months, while Slattery, of 
no fixed address, got eight months in 
prison.

ONE of the top performing 
companies in the Black 
Country has seen a huge 
increase in turnover in the 
last financial year. 

West Bromwich steel pro¬ 
cessing business Steel &

20 jobs saved as foundry 
firm buys failed company 


TWENTY jobs have been saved 
at an alloy steel company in 
Smethwick, following a 
£400,000 buyout. 

Wednesbury-based Newby Foundries 
has taken over Gabriel & Co as its new 
steel castings division. 

Newby bought the business and assets 
of Gabriel & Co out of administration in 
the deal. 

Gabriel & Co, which is in Cornwall 
Road, had called in administrators PKF in 
November after the company saw a 
sudden downturn in orders. 

At the time of the administration, 10 of 
Gabriel & Co’s 30 workers were made 
redundant with the rest kept on while a 
buyer was sought. 

Newby technical director Steven Smith 
said the remaining 20 shop floor hourly- 
paid staff had been retained. 

“We have bought the business to grow 
it. More people will be taken on as soon as 
we can,” he added. 

“Our traditional business is in cast iron 
and alloys. 

“We set up a small scale foundry for pro¬ 
totyping alloy steel at the beginning of last 
year. 

Turnover 

“By buying Gould & Co it has saved us 
building a whole new foundry.” 

Gabriel & Co, which had a turnover of 
about £3 million was founded by Percy 
Gabriel in Birmingham in 1884 and grew 
to employ 200 by the time of its centenary. 

It moved to new 32,000sq ft premises in 
Smethwick and invested £500,000 in a 
new foundry in 2010. 

Newby, which is owned by the Newby 
family, was established in 1880 by Henry 
Newby, great-grandfather of current chief 
executive Richard Newby. 

It specialises in shell casting and 
vacuum-backed shell casting at its 
foundry in Smith Road. 

The Newby Rapidcast operations is also 
based there with the group employing 
about 100. 

The Newby Holdings group also owns 
Newby Investment Castings, Colchester, 
LG Optical, Sussex, and International 
Drilling Services, Chesterfield. 


Manor House past brought back to life

PEOPLE visiting West Bromwich’s Manor 
House will be taken back in time 600 years 
to when it was built, thanks to improve¬ 
ments now under way. 

As part of an £80,000 improvement 
scheme at the Hall Green Road site, 
Sandwell Council is transforming the Great 
Hall of the landmark venue. 

The hall, the only surviving part of the 
original complex, will eventually have new 


panelling, furnishings and furniture, includ¬ 
ing an oak table laid out with meat, bread, 
soup, fish, mussels, pies and tarts. 

Patterned wall textiles have been hung 
behind the raised platform at the end of the 
hall. 

The project is part of a wider improvement 
project that also includes the creation of new 
access, disabled toilets and landscaping 
which will open up the view of the south ele¬ 


vation from Hall Green Road. Councillor 
Linda Horton, cabinet member for leisure 
services at Sandwell Council, said: “The 
Manor House came close to demolition in the 
1950s, which would have been an absolute 
tragedy. 

“It is Grade I listed and of national impor¬ 
tance, and we will ensure it is protected for 
future generations.”

Man in high-speed car 
chase gets 14 months 

A MAN stole a car from a 
garage by posing as a 
prospective buyer and then 
led police on a terrifying 
high-speed chase, a court 
was told. 

Mohammed Yasin burst a front 
tyre during the chase when he 
mounted a kerb near the M5 at 
Oldbury and drove over a grass verge 
in order to overtake two lines of sta¬ 
tionary traffic, Rhiannon Jones, 
prosecuting, said. 

But despite that, the 34-year-old 
continued travelling at up to 50mph 
in the 30mph zone, Miss Jones said. 

Yasin also hurtled over speed 
bumps on side streets with smoke 
and pieces of shredded tyre flying 
from the £10,000 Peugeot 207 Sport. 

The drama happened on October 
30, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. Yasin even clipped another 
vehicle as he swerved in and out of 
traffic. 

Caught 

He drove the wrong way down 
Wolverhampton New Road in 
Oldbury and finally drove into a cul- 
de-sac. He abandoned the car and 
tried to flee but was caught by police. 

Yasin stole the car from Autosales 
in Bilston after satying he wanted a 
test drive, said Miss Jones. 

After his arrest it was found that 
he had hired a car from Avis on July 
20 and failed to return it. It was 
never found. 

He also stole £440 from a fruit 
machine in a pub in Alum Rock, on 
September 27, the court heard. 

Yasin, of Woodcock Lane, Acocks 
Green, admitted aggravated vehicle 
taking and two thefts and was jailed 
for 14 months.

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Teen who 
breached 
an Asbo is 
locked up 


A TEENAGER from Tipton who repeatedly 
breached his anti-social behaviour order has 
been sent to custody for four months. 

A court found that the offence was so serious that only a 
custodial order was appropriate. However, an application by 
the Express & Star, the Chronicle’s sister paper, to lift 


restrictions banning his 
name being made public was 
refused. 

The 16-year-old was given 
an Asbo last year after sub¬ 
jecting families to torrents of 
verbal abuse, throwing 
stones, damaging buildings 
and spraying graffiti. 

The Asbo banned him 
from a number of streets in 
the town. But despite the 
order, the youngster entered 
the exclusion zone on three 
occasions, a court heard. 

Caught 

The teenager appeared at 
Sandwell Magistrates’ 
Court last week after admit¬ 
ting the third offence of 
breaching his Asbo. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court that on 
November 29 the youngster 
was caught by police at an 
address within the exclusion 
zone. 

He said: “Police officers 
visited that address for an 
unconnected matter, and

they found this defendant 
present. The officers 
realised he was in breach of 
his anti-social behaviour 
order.” 

The court heard that in 
interview, the youngster 
admitted that he was within 
his exclusion zone in breach 
of his Asbo. 

Mr Paul Selby, defending, 
argued that the offence did 
not reach the custodial 
threshold but magistrate 
chairman Rob Mayou dis¬ 
agreed and told the 
teenager: “We find this 
offence so serious that only a 
custodial order is appropri¬ 
ate. 

“This is because this is the 
third breach of your Asbo, 
and you have had ample 
opportunity to comply with 
the court’s orders.” 

Mr Mayou ordered the 
teenager to complete a four- 
month detention order.

A postcard sent to wife 
tells of Great War truce 


THE Christmas truce when 
British and German soldiers 
ventured out of the trenches 
99 years ago in a touching 
display of festive spirit is one 
of the most heartwarming 
stories of wartime history. 

Harry Hackett - a Grenadier guard 
from Old Hill - was among the troops 
who let bygones be bygones to shake 
hands, or even play football, with the 
enemy. 

And that discovery led to his great- 
great nephew, Andy Rudall, embarking 
on a labour of love to tell the tale of the 
ancestor he only knew existed after a 
chance purchase in a charity shop. 

Andy, aged 50, of Collis Street, 
Amblecote, Stourbridge, has now 
written a book called Neat Little Rows 
- the Black Country Grenadier, chart¬ 
ing his journey of discovery. 

Andy, IT manager for a Birmingham 
law firm, had just bought a book by his 
favourite author, John Grisham, in

Stourbridge’s Action Heart shop in 
2009 when he was told at the till there 
was a “two for the price of one deal”. 

So he browsed the shelves and 
selected The First Casualty, a crime 
thriller by Ben Elton set in the First 
World War. As he read, he became 
gripped by gruesome descriptions of 
the trenches and “going over the top” 
and, later that year he and his wife, 
Jacqui, visited war graves. 

His grandmother, Annie Nock, told 
him about her uncle Harry, of High 
Street, Old Hill, who had been in the 
Grenadier Guards. 

He died, aged 27, at the Battle of The 
Lys as the Germans made a final push 
before the war ended in 1918. 

It set Andy on a trail that led to him 
discovering photographs of his hero 
great great uncle and even a postcard 
showing he was involved in the famous 
Christmas truce. 

Touching postcards from Harry to 
his wife, Olive, include one, dated 


October 28 1914, saying: “I never 
thought anything could happen the 
same as I have seen this last few days. 

“There was about 80 casualties in 
my company in one day and we have 
lost five or six officers. 

“I hardly know how I got through it 
all myself... about four times as many 
Germans as there were us, still their 
losses were far more serious than ours. 

“In fact we were told that their dead 
were piled up so high in front of their 
trenches that they could not see to fire 
over them.” 

In the postcard about the Christmas 
truce he says: “Dear O, I am sending 
you this postcard with two of the 
German soldiers’ addresses on, which I 
got on Boxing Day. I suppose you saw in 
the papers about us going across, out of 
the trenches and having a word or two 
together.”

The 
first time it was held stalls were set up 
at the bottom of Union Street and busi¬ 
ness for the rest of the town was terri¬ 
ble. 

“For the following events stalls were 
moved up Union Street but that was 
only because I complained. 

“It was the same during the Christ¬ 
mas lights switch-on. There was 
nothing to bring visitors further into 
the town, and again trade suffered on 
what should have been a great day.” 

Fellow trader Reg Bentley, who has 
run Bentleys shoe shop for 28 years, 
added: “It is heartbreaking to watch 
people pass by all the shops.” 

Sandwell neighbourhoods councillor 
Ian Jones said several events had been 
held in Union Street. “There have been 
occasions where some of the events 
have been held in the plaza because to 
hold them in that area of Union Street 
would have needed road closures on 
health and safety grounds,” he said.

Most people view such things as 
unfair, particularly when government 
is giving tax breaks to millionaires, and 
gives aged millionaires money toward 
their gas bills.

demolition after its closure 
due to a dwindling congrega¬ 
tion in 2007. 

Adrian Browning, historic 
buildings specialist for the 
Church of England’s closed 
churches division, said: 
“The building has never 
been put on the market. 

“This latest bid is one we 
have decided to accept and 
following consultation the 
sale will go ahead.” 

Money 

He added: “We have 
spoken with the Church of 
Christ and they have told us 
that they propose to spend a 
lot of money on the church 
restoring it.” 

The consultation period 
for the sale ended on 
January 11 with only one 
letter from Langley Local 
History Society. 

It raised concerns over the 
church’s collection of 
stained glass windows, 
including a window listing 
the names of local men lost 
during the First World War. 

Members were worried 
they could be lost due to the

Church of Christ’s Unitar¬ 
ian stance that prevents 
idolisation. 

Dr Terry Daniels, chair¬ 
man of the society said: “It’s 
not what we would have 
wanted, we would have pre¬ 
ferred them to stay at the 
church but I don’t think we 
will do better than having 
them moved.”

Mobility to 
cost more 
for disabled 
as cuts bite 


DISABLED people who hire wheelchairs from 
the council will see their membership fee for 
mobility services in Sandwell increase by 
three per cent. 


The cost of hiring a room in a council-run community 
centre will also go up. The aim is to generate an income of 


£98,000 under the plans 
which were approved last 
week. 

The rise in charges aims 
to cover the costs of the serv¬ 
ices and cope with cuts. 
Sandwell Council revealed 
last week it has to make 
£100 million worth of 
savings by 2017. 

Under the plans, those 
who rent wheelchairs or 
other mobility aids from the 
council will see their mem¬ 
bership fee for mobility serv¬ 
ices rise from £15.30 to 
£15.70. 

Approved 

The half-day visitor’s 
charge will increase from 
£3.60 to £3.70. 

The borough has two shop 
mobility units, one at the 
bus station and one at the 
Sandwell Shopping Centre, 
both in West Bromwich. 

Councillors also approved 
plans to increase the 
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charges for rooms at 
council-managed commu¬ 
nity centres. 

A report to council chiefs 
said: “The increase is to 
offset the potential increase 
in the cost of utility bills.” 

This will mean for 
example, that to hire a large 
hall the cost will rise from 
£10.50 to £10.80 on a 
weekday during the day. 

The report states the 
charges only apply to those 
community centres which 
are directly run by the Local 
Communities team, but are 
also available to be adopted 
by any locally managed com¬ 
munity facility.

More than 120 complaints 
over children’s social care 

MORE than 120 complaints were lodged against children’s 
social care services in Walsall in 12 months. More than 200 
issues were raised within the complaints. 

The largest area of concern was staff conduct. Eight com¬ 
plaints were formally investigated by the Local Govern¬ 
ment Ombudsman, of which two resulted in a finding of 
maladministration. 

It comes after a damning Ofsted inspection published last 
autumn. The inspection found that vulnerable children in 
the borough were left at potential risk of harm. 

Improvements 

Walsall Council says improvements have been made since 
the complaints, down from 140 the previous year. 

Councillor Rachel Andrew, cabinet member for children’s 
services, said: “We do all we can to investigate any com¬ 
plaints efficiently and as fairly as possible and ensure we 
follow up and embed learning from them.”

TWO landlords have been 
ordered to pay £8,000 after 
they to allow tenants to live 
in “Dickensian squalor” in a 
West Bromwich flat. 

Harbinder Singh Athwal and 
Gurbaxo Kaur, aged 61, were found 
guilty in May 2012 of failing to 
comply with an improvement notice 
served by Sandwell Council on a flat 
in Walsall Road. They had denied 
the charges. 

The council brought the case back 
to court last week because repairs 
had still not been carried out. 

Sandwell Magistrates’ Court 
heard that Athwal, of Pennyhill 
Lane, West Bromwich, and Kaur, of 
Wakes Road, Wednesbury, had not 
completed any of the work required 
to a satisfactory standard. 

District Judge Wilkinson was par¬ 
ticularly critical of the defendants 
for continuing to allow the tenants 
to live in “Dickensian squalor” 
while they tried to undertake work 
on the cheap. 

Failing 

The defendants were fined £500 
and ordered to each pay the tenant 
£1,500 in compensation.The council 
was awarded costs of £4,000. 

Sandwell’s housing boss Council¬ 
lor Simon Hackett said: “These are 
good examples of landlords failing in 
their duties to tenants. 

“While I am keen that the council 
continues to work with the good 
landlords to provide decent homes 
for Sandwell residents I will not tol¬ 
erate bad landlords who put the 
health and safety of their tenants at 
risk.” 

Councillor Hackett said if anyone 
felt they were living in shoddy 
accommodation they should contact 
the council.

Police fuel switch aims 
to deter forecourt thefts 


POLICE officers in the West 
Midlands are being told to 
fill their cars and clean them 
at retail forecourts instead 
of at police stations - in an 
attempt to crack down on 
petrol thefts, and to save 
the force money. 

As well as saving money, it is 
hoped the move will mean a high vis¬ 
ibility police presence at forecourts 
and help to reduce so-called 
“bilking” - thefts of fuel. 

During a five-month period last 
year, there were almost 3,000 fuel 
thefts in the region. 

The new arrangements will see all 
police vehicles being issued with a 
fuel card that officers can use to pay 
for fuel. 

The cards will also be used to pay 
for vehicle washing at normal 
garages. 

Steve Middleditch, head of corpo¬ 
rate services is the project manager 
for the change. 

Opportunity 

He said: “The fuel cards present a 
fantastic opportunity to the force in 
terms of cost reduction and crime 
prevention.” 

He said the cards would be useable 
at 95 per cent of retail forecourts in 
the West Midlands, and drivers 
could be directed to particular sites 
where needed. 

The cards would mean the best 
value fuel could be bought. 

The force needs to save £126 
million before 2015 because of Gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Four reserve sites will be kept and 
upgraded - in Wolverhampton, 
Perry Barr, Aston and Coventry. 
Obsolete fuel sites will be closed.

PARENTS are angry at con¬ 
troversial plans to increase 
fees and revise the admis¬ 
sion procedure of a chil¬ 
dren’s centre in Sandwell. 

They say it could lead to youngsters 
with working parents losing places. 

Letters have been sent to parents 
using the Rowley Springfield Sure- 
Start Centre, Dudley Road, Rowley 
Regis, outlining proposed changes by 
the Murray Hall Community Trust, 
which manages it. 

One users said it was a “kick in the 
teeth for working parents”. 

Sarah Lines, aged 31, of Sandford 
Avenue, Rowley Regis, uses the 
Springfield Centre three times a week 
for two-year-old daughter, Elbe, while 
she works in sales marketing. 

She said: “It’s not just the rise in 
costs, but now we have been told that 
from February 15 working parents 
will not be able to use the centre, only 
those targeted like people on benefits. 

“It’s just another kick in teeth for 
the working parent.” 

Unsettle 

She added: “About nine out of 10 
parents who use the centre are in 
work, we use it because it is a good 
step into school life for our children, it 
is better than anywhere else I can find. 

“But to displace my child just 
months before she joins school will 
only unsettle her. 

“At the least, the centre should keep 
our children on for another few 
months until the school has ended. 

“There is a lot of anger about this.” 

The trust runs three centres in 
Tipton and is involved with another 
eight, including Rowley Regis, as part 
of the Health for Living Consortium. 

Operations director Richard Beck¬ 
ett said the organisation was moving 
towards a standard fee and intake 
approach. He said: “Some centres 
charge and some don’t and each ones 
charge different fees.”

Hammerwich Cottage Hospital was built in 1881 
and maintained by the miners who contributed two¬ 
pence per week for the upkeep, It is now closed and the 
ground covered with houses. There are several 
churches depicted, one of which is St Annes in Chase- 
town, noted for being the first church in England to be 
lit by electricity. 

St Josephs Roman Catholic Church in Chasetown is 
now demolished and a new building stands on Lich¬ 
field Road, Burntwood. There are scenes of Chasewa- 
ter, and windmills in Hammerwich and Gentleshaw.

Running club on track for 
return to home borough 


A WEST BROMWICH running 
club, the members of which 
have been meeting for more 
than 90 years, is to return to 
Sandwell after being based in 
Walsall for almost a decade. 

West Bromwich Harriers will switch 
to the Q3 Academy in Great Barr fol¬ 
lowing the closure of its base at the 
Aston University Recreation Centre, 
Walsall. 

The club has had athletes take part in 
local and national athletics since 1920, 


when runners would often meet up at 
the Old All Saints Church, West 
Bromwich before competitions. 

As the numbers grew, members 
needed a more permanent base. They 
spent 25 years at the Gayton Road com¬ 
munity centre, West Bromwich, before 
moving to the recreation centre in 
Walsall, where they have been for 
nearly a decade. 

But since the announcement Warley 
Rugby Club was taking over the Birm¬ 
ingham Road centre last year, the group 
has been hunting for a new venue. Club 


secretary Gary Clifton said they had 
approached a number of sites in 
Sandwell. 

He said: “It is a shame we have had to 
move, but the rugby club had plans for 
the old place so we had to look for some¬ 
where new. 

Suitable 

“We asked a number of places, includ¬ 
ing the new Queen Elizabeth fields in 
West Bromwich, but we couldn’t really 
find anywhere that was suitable. But 
then the Q3 Academy said they could 
accommodate us. It’s great as we now 


have a base in Sandwell where we can 
leave our stuff whilst we go for a run.” 

The new base on Wilderness Lane 
also means the 75-strong club can set 
up a new beginner group. The eight to 
ten-week course helps those who have 
no experience to start running.

Parents are warned to 
beware of danger dolls 


PEOPLE in Sandwell are being 
warned to beware of danger¬ 
ous dolls on sale. 

They come in various shapes and 
names such as crawling dolls with a 
polka-dots dress, baby dolls with a 
picture of an animal’s head on the chest 
and fruit head dolls. 

They are all subject to a Europe-wide 
product recall after it emerged they 
contain phthalates, a poisonous chemi¬ 
cal used to soften plastics. 

The chemical is banned in children’s 
toys because it can cause cancer, defor¬ 
mities in unborn babies and infertility 
in men. 

The dolls toys were imported from 
China. Some were sold without a CE 
mark and there were no instructions 
for use or specific warnings. 

CE marking is a declaration by the 
manufacturer that the product meets 
all the appropriate provisions of the rel¬ 
evant legislation. 

Playing 

Sandwell Trading Standards have 
received six complaints in connection 
with these dolls. One consumer In 
Cradley Heath reported her children 
being ill after playing with a fruit head 
doll. 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“These toys are potentially lethal for 
children as they do not comply with the 
toy safety directive. 

“I would urge people who have pur¬ 
chased these dolls to return them and 
request a full refund.” 

Bob Charnley, Trading Standards 
Manager advised “By law all toys 
should bear a CE mark that demon¬ 
strates they have been examined and 
tested to ensure compliance with essen¬ 
tial safety standards. 

“Trading standards are trying to find

any of the dolls in Sandwell and are 
working to remove them from sale.”

One mother told how she had let her 
one-year-old daughter play with the 
dolls before finding out about the ban 
on the internet. Tammy McMullon, 23, 
of Quarry Bank, Dudley, let her daughter 


Skye-Lilly play with the two colourful 
fruit head dolls, but then found a 
warning from trading standards officers 
in Blackpool who described the toys as 
dangerous. 

Mrs McMullon, of Robin Hood Road, 
said the toys were bought from a stall by 
her mother Lisa Chetkowski-Randell 
and her husband Stephen’s grandmother 
Edna Hill. She said: “I was horrified 
when I found out”.

Be patience and earn 
bedding plant reward 


AS we approach February, 
often the coldest month of the 
year, real gardeners are start¬ 
ing to grow in earnest. 

The wise old birds that sow seed in 
mid winter are able to grow plants that 
will be ready for planting out at just the 
right time. 

Some bedding plants are relatively 
slow growers and need several months 
to transform from seeds to plants ready 
to flower. 

Tender geraniums, begonias and 
lobelia are examples that ideally need 
to be sown now so that they receive 18 
to 20 weeks of growth and are ready for 
planting out when frosts are finished 
around the end of May. 

It doesn’t matter what the weather 
is like, as long as you have a warm spot 
for germination and a bright win¬ 
dowsill on which the seedlings can 
grow. 

You just need patience for this early 
bird gardening that will save you 
plenty of money compared with buying 
garden-ready plants in May. 

Waste 

Simply take a clean plastic seed tray 
and fill it with fresh Miracle-Gro Seed 
& Cutting Compost. 

Use a flat piece of wood to level the 
surface and then place the tray in a 
shallow bowl of water to gradually 
moisten the compost from the bottom. 

As with all composts it pays to buy 
fresh every season as the nutrients 
available to the roots diminishes grad¬ 
ually after the bag is opened. 

Saving pennies by using up old 
compost is rarely the way to ensure 
good strong growth. 

Instead it can spell disaster and a 
total waste of your investment in 
packets of seed. Follow the pack 
instruction on your flower seed packet 
as to whether you should cover the seed

Topical tips 


Take time to plan your flower 
borders, beds, hanging baskets 
and patio pots so you can buy 
packets of seed, pots of seedling 
plants or plug plants at the time 
when there is maximum choice 


with more compost and the tempera¬ 
ture required for germination. 

Bedding begonias need light while 
geraniums require darkness. To keep 


the compost evenly moist while germi¬ 
nation occurs, I find it useful to cover 
the tray with a plastic dome or slip the 
whole seed tray inside a white or clear 
plastic bag. 

Geraniums, begonia and lobelia ger¬ 
minate best in warm conditions of 24C 
(75F). 

Unfortunately they require this 
temperature consistently for fastest 
germination, which is where a thermo¬ 
statically controlled propagator comes 
in really handy.

A must for bargain hunters 



DESPITE being a brand defined by 
the affordability of its cars, Dacia 
understands the need for models 
that give the people what they 
want. The Sandero Stepway is one 
of those. 

Based on the Sandero hatchback, the 
Stepway is more of a crossover-type car, 
riding higher and with a handful of off-roader 
styling cues to give a more rugged look. 

Sales in this sector of the market have 
been ballooning for the last few years and 
Dacia would be daft not to get in on the act. 

The sub-range is almost identical to that of 
the Sandero hatch. It’s in the company’s 
interests to share parts, platforms and equip¬ 
ment as much as possible, allowing a cheaper 
price to then be passed on to the consumer. 

There are turbocharged 0.9-litre petrol 
and 1.5-litre diesel engine options with two 
trim levels, so the Stepway does without the 
entry-level engine and trim options you can 
get in the ordinary Sandero. Tested here is 
the Stepway Laureate 1.5 dCi; the priciest 
Sandero variant you can buy at a likely 
£10,795 or so when order books open in the 
spring. 

For around £1,000 less, you can have the 
gutsy and frugal 898cc turbocharged petrol 
TCe, which makes it the soundest financial 
bet for most buyers. Either way, Dacia pre¬ 


dicts a lot of people will go for Laureate spec 
for its massive value for money. 

As well as the 40mm ride height increase 
over the common-or-garden Sandero which 
improves accessibility and gives a better view 
of the road ahead, buyers get smart-looking 
roof rails, an in-built colour satnav system, 
cruise control, a speed limiter and reverse¬ 
parking sensors. Not the sort of things you 
normally expect on a sub-£l1,000 runabout, 
but all of them very welcome. 

Impressive 

The 89bhp diesel engine is equally impres¬ 
sive on the value front. Based on the cheaper 
of the two Renault-Nissan alliance small- 
capacity units (there’s also a 1.6 in the 
group), it produces ample power and only 
105g/km of C02, which although not hitting 
the tax-free heights of some of its costlier 
Renault cousins is still very impressive - and 
very cheap to run. 

One of the parts shared between all 
Sandero models including the Stepway is the 
rev counter, which has no red zone and 
extends past 7,000rpm. The diesel can’t 
reach those engine speeds but pulls well 
between l,900rpm and 3,500rpm. 

The weight difference between the diesel 
and the petrol is about 60kg, and all of it rests 
over the front wheels. The Step way, with its 
taller stance, is especially susceptible to the 
negative effects this has on the way the car 


drives, feeling just a little more ponderous 
around corners and marginally firmer at the 
front end. A stiffer suspension set-up has 
been used to account for the extra weight. 

But for general biffing around town or 
country, the diesel Stepway is a thoroughly 
amiable little partner, happily negotiating 
steep hills and displaying fine cruising cre¬ 
dentials. The only issue is louder-than- 
average wind noise around the front screen 
and A-pillars. 

Its five-speed gearbox is a bit notchy when 
locating a new cog and if you place your hand 
on it, the gear lever can feel wobbly. It’s not 
too noticeable during normal gearshifts 
though. 

A highlight among the practical benefits 
that the Stepway can claim over the standard 
Sandero has to be the unpainted plastic trim 
around the wheel arches, side skirts and 
bumpers. It helps prevent certain kinds of car 
park knocks and scrapes from damaging 
paintwork and offers a cheaper repair solu¬ 
tion. Otherwise the car shares the surpris¬ 
ingly spacious boot and ample rear legroom 
of the Sandero. 

Although Dacia has taken an ear-bashing 
from Euro NCAP over the safety scores its 
cars are getting, the safety bods are getting a 
little overzealous with their latest requests 
for five-star cars - and in isolation the UK- 
spec Sandero Stepway would get a sound 
four.

Aveo at ease 
regardless 
of the road 


Chevrolet’s Aveo is a good looking all-rounder 

THE five-door Chevrolet Aveo is a diminutive 
city car but do not let that badge deceive you 
because this vehicle is at ease on the motor¬ 
way, the open roads, countryside as well as in 
and around the city. 

Chevrolet with the Aveo have done like a good many other 
manufacturers have done and created a 5-seater in a small 
foot print and in a small package that will be easy to fit in 
your garage, on your drive or in a restricted parking space. 
It is a 5-door hatchback with ample room for 5 occupants, it 
is extremely stylish, and the front with its twin grille almost 
seems to smile with a welcome home to you. 

Chevrolet like a good many other manufacturers are 
adopting a corporate look at the front with the huge, bold 
Chevrolet badge and these twin grilles mean you know that 
this vehicle belongs to a pedigree company of some years 
standing. 

Efficient 

The new Aveo has a completely redesigned exterior and 
cabin, it also has a newly developed chassis and a body struc¬ 
ture and Chevrolet have gone down the route of trying to 
make their engines far more fuel efficient with reduced 
emissions levels, and they have succeeded. 

They have produced an everyday car, well engineered 
which is an enjoyable vehicle to both own and also to drive. 

The engine options available on the Aveo are 2 petrols, a 
1.4-litre, producing 100 bhp and a more diminutive 1.2-litre 
producing 86 bhp. 

My particular test vehicle was equipped with a 1.3-litre 
diesel engine, a very small engine but with common rail fuel 
injection, stop/start technology, with a variable geometry 
turbo-charger meant, it had a power output of 95 bhp and 
this was an excellent combination to the vehicle. 

The performance was more than adequate for my needs 
and fitted perfectly in to the size scale and type of the 
vehicle. It had extremely low emissions at 95 gms for the 
little 1.3-litre Eco option meaning seriously cheap in fact 
free road fund licence at the moment. 

The fuel consumption figures quoted by Chevrolet are 
quite outlandish, suffice to say that during my week in 
company with the vehicle in a variety of driving styles and 
situations, but primarily in and around town and a lot of 
stop/start motoring, I managed to achieve 52 mpg, which is 
a long way short of the claimed 78.4 combined cycle, but for 
a vehicle of this size and performance, I was quite pleased 
at 52 mpg. 

Performance 

An option which will suit a lot of drivers is a 6-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission unit available with the 1.4-litre petrol 
engined models, this could well be the factor which tips you 
over the balance of looking at this derivative, an automatic 
gearbox in a nice small compact car, add in to the equation 
ease of access into all the seats and a not too high boot 
loading aperture and further ownership boxes are ticked. 

The derivative tested was an LT, there are three trim 
levels available, badged as LS, LT, and LTZ, and even the 
middle category is well equipped with alloy wheels, a blue 
tooth phone system, hill start assist, cruise control, and 
electric windows. The exterior mirrors are heated. 

The performance aspect was more than acceptable, 
Chevrolet suggest a top speed of 108 mph and a 0-60 gallop 
could be achieved in marginally over 11 seconds and of 
course the important feature is the CO at a mere 95. 

My particular derivative was priced at £12,795 on the 
road and I really do believe that this is another of the small 
city cars that if you were on a tight budget it is certainly 
worth a look especially as the range start at £9,995 and all 
benefit from a 5-year warranty.

Albion 0 QPR 1 


ALBION have lost their rhythm 
and now their season has a 
serious dose of the blues. 

Once again, an FA Cup campaign which 
seemed to promise so much was left wanting 
- the Baggies beaten in a tepid third-round 
replay on Tuesday by one of only two 
attempts on goal from struggling QPR. 

That Harry Redknapp’s outfit needed 
some outstanding goalkeeping from the 
maligned Robert Green to protect their 
progress to a home tie with MK Dons was 
unquestionable, writes Martin Swain. 

But the night’s lasting impression was 
obvious. Albion are stuttering and stum¬ 
bling at the moment - without a win since 
Boxing Day and now with their one avenue 
to glory shut down prematurely for a team 
coursing with better talent than a KO from 
the Premier League’s bottom club suggests. 

Genuine 

Grumbles about too much rotation have 
been aggravated by a glut of injury problems 
which have conspired to leave a stern-faced 
Steve Clarke tackling this middle tranche of 
the season with key players either missing 
or misfiring. 

That The Hawthorns barely roused itself 
for this tie - the ground was not even half- 
full - will have had as much to do with the 
Arctic financial climate as much as the 
freezing temperatures. 

Make no mistake, there was genuine and 
justified optimism that the club’s best team 
since the first Ron Atkinson era could carry 
a concerted challenge for the FA’s prime 
chunk of silverware. 

But this fresh shut-out followed last 
season’s fourth-round exit at home to 
Norwich and before that, Roberto Di 
Matteo’s fateful misjudgement of a League 
Cup quarter-final at Ipswich when his 
Albion team were in full swing. From the 
surface, the club would appear to possess 
just the sort of squad to reach a final but 


bringing that perception to reality contin¬ 
ues to elude one head coach after another. 

QPR’s late winner was headed home from 
a corner by a player football, and possibly 
even QPR fans, had forgotten. Jay Both¬ 
royd, once the scorer of a goal to defeat 
Albion in a Black Country derby, came back 
to haunt them as he rose unchallenged to 
meet Alejandro Faurlin’s 75th-minute 
corner, directing his effort low to the left of 
Boaz Myhill, who could not get a strong 
enough hand on the ball to keep it out. 

Only after that shock did Clarke’s men 
stir themselves. From Albion’s only pur¬ 
poseful raid of the first half, Green had dis¬ 
tinguished himself by defying Romelu 
Lukaku at point-blank range after Jerome 
Thomas and Goran Popov had threaded 
together the set-up. 

But the former England keeper had to 
produce four more important saves after 


Bothroyd’s goal to clinch the tie. The best 
was undoubtedly beating away a second con¬ 
secutive goal-bound strike from Markus 
Rosenburg, Green having already defied the 
Swede within a minute of the Rangers goal 
after the Albion man had made the sweetest 
of connections to another Popov cross. 

That was driven straight at him but 
Rosenburg’s second effort, which climaxed 
some robust pressure four minutes later 
was slightly to the keeper’s right, and 
required even more athleticism and 
reflexes. 

Green then crowned his night by keeping 
out a tracer bullet from Popov, struck with 
ferocious power from what seemed an 
impossible range, before tipping over a 20- 
yard drive from Graham Dorrans. 

That flurry left Albion fans wondering 
why on earth their team had not raised such 
a tempo and intent for the rest of the match 


- something for which the players will not be 
so easily forgiven if they repeat such a docile 
performance against Aston Villa this 
weekend. 

Clarke’s squad badly needs to settle again 
which means, as much as possible, return¬ 
ing to the core players who engineered such 
a flourishing first half of the campaign. 

But it is a pity that we did not see Thomas 
and Dorrans build on the bright starts they 
made to this tie to perhaps re-write the 
script for their Albion futures. 

George Thorne is putting in some useful 
contributions in central midfield but Albion 
were again thankful to the probing of James 
Morrison and power of Lukaku for the few 
creative moments they mustered. 

Billy Jones and Gareth McAuley were 
excellent again and are turning in splendid 
seasons and vital contributions while Albion 
wait patiently to get back to full health. 


Royals 
rise up as 
Albion go 
to sleep 

Reading 3 Albion 2 

A CRAZY final 10 minutes in 
Berkshire condemned Albion 
to defeat in a match they 
appeared to have under 
control. 

In its 20-year history, the 
Premier League has pro¬ 
vided countless dramatic 
finales, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

Yet it’s hard to imagine the 
competition has ever seen a 
turnaround quite as unlikely 
as this one. 

Rarely can a team have 
been lulled into such a false 
sense of security as Albion 
were with Steve Clarke’s 
men virtually sleep-walking 
to defeat before they realised 
quite what was happening. 

For 80 relatively unevent¬ 
ful minutes, Albion were as 
comfortable as they have 
ever been in a Premier 
League fixture. 

Clarke’s men led 2-0 and 
might easily have bagged two 
or three more goals as 
Romelu Lukaku and James 
Morrison ran riot. 

Had Albion led 5-0 going 
into the closing stages, The 
Royals’ boss Brian McDer¬ 
mott could have had few com¬ 
plaints. 

Altered 

What followed was utterly 
surreal for everyone and 
thoroughly agonising for 
Baggies fans as Reading’s 
impressive home lived up 
spectacularly to its local nick¬ 
name - “The Mad Stad”. 

Jimmy Kebe’s 81st- 
minute goal for the Royals 
was akin to Ian Botham’s 
famous hundred against 
Australia at Headingley 1981 
- a contribution that altered 
the course of a contest in a 
way his victims did not 
realise until it was too late. 

Just like the Aussies 
believed “Beefy’s” blistering 
knock in Leeds was just a bit 
of fun, so Albion seemed to 
believe Kebe’s far-post 
header with nine minutes 
remaining was no more than 
a minor irritation. 

By the time they realised 
its significance, Adam Le 
Fondre and Pavel Pogreb¬ 
nyak had delivered the Bob 
Willis-esque hammer-blows 
and left Clarke and Co in a 
state of shock; heads spin¬ 
ning and brains fried.
